operatively connected to the openiri^ 766 and a ruggedized 
carrier 770. 
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FigV 32 is a front elevational view of still yet another 
embodiment of a football shaped ball bag 780 comprising a 
variation of FsLg. 8 with the addition of a ruggedized carrier. 
The football shap)ed ball bag 780 comprising an outer member 782 
having an opening 7^86 extending in a selected direction on the 
outer member 782, siimlar to the location of the fastener 152 in 
Figs. 8 and 9, wherein \ portion of the opening 786 is at least 
substantially perpendiculair to the handle 788 wherein the 
opening 786 includes a fastening member, e.g., a zipper 792, 
operatively connected to the opening 786 and a ruggedized 
carrier 790. \
